NATIONAL SOCIALIST: ANTI-GUN-OWNERSHDP PROPAGANDA 
A comparison of Nazi propaganda techniques to those used by the powerful anti- 
firearms-ownership movement in America, as disseminated by our national media 
—by Don Boal 


You have heard that the anti-gun 
movement is duplicating the tactics Hitler used 
to disarm Germany prior to World War II, but 
is it true? 

Handgun Control, Inc. (HCI) is waging a 
ipajor propaganda war against the United 
States, with the help of the socialist elite, and 
some powerful politicians. Their lies were once 
totally disregarded by most people, but today, 
the majority of the people believe the 
anti -gunners. 

Why is this? 

In 1925 Adolph Hitler wrote Mein Kampf 
and gave the world an opportunity to see into 
his mind. Hitler wrote about the Nazi 
movement from its infancy, and gave us 
insights as to his intentions. In 1939 Mein 
Kampf was translated into English and 
distributed in America. But few people took the 
time to re?d it. After all, the predictions being 
made about Hitler’s intentions seemed crazy, 
and few people could comprehend them, much 
less believe them. 

Today we must deal with people, even 
fellow gun owners, who do not believe that the 
present gun control attempts are leading to total 
gun confiscation and a police state. They, like 
the “unbelievers” in 1939, will not take the 
time to research this movement. If they did, 
they would see that these warnings are indeed 
accurate and timely. 

Mein Kampf contains two chapters on 
propaganda (“War Propaganda” and 
“Propaganda and Organization”) that lay out an 
extensive propaganda plan, a plan that changed 
the history of the world. From these two 
chapters we can learn that Hitler was an expert 
on psychology, psychological warfare and 
brainwashing. He probably knew more about 


the human mind and behavior — and how to 
control both — than almost anyone else of his 
time. 

I do not think that we need to argue his 
knowledge or success in this area. History quite 
clearly shows us the powerful effect that Hitler 
had on people and what he motivated them to 
do. 

And today, in America, Hitler’s techniques 
are being used to destroy the United States and 
personal liberties. 

The anti-gun movement’s main propaganda 
themes seem to be that (1) guns and gun 
owners are the root of all evil, and (2) they (the 
socialist anti-gunners) are our only hope 
against the spreading plague of crime. In Mein 
Kampf Hitler’s main propaganda themes seem 
to be that (1) Jews and Jewry are the root of all 
evil, and (2) Hitler was Germany’s best hope 
against the spreading communist revolution. 

To understand these movements we must 
understand what propaganda is. Simply put, 
propaganda can be outright lies, distorted facts, 
and/or truth, combined in such a way as to 
change a person’s thoughts on a subject. 

According to Hitler, “The task of 
propaganda lies not in a scientific training of 
the individual , but rather in directing the 
masses towards certain facts, events , 

necessities, etc,, the purpose being to move 
their importance into the masses 9 field of 
vision, 99 (page 231) 

We can see this in HCI’s propaganda, as 
they also stick to a few main points and repeat 
them over and over. How many times do they 
draw our attention to the Hinkley shooting, the 
Purdy shooting, or the AK-47 rifle? Rather than 
use many different crimes as examples of their 
propaganda, they concentrate on a handful of 
well known crimes. 


Hitler believed that propaganda had to be 
very' simple, so the average person, with a very 
short attention span, could understand it. He 
stayed away from complicated ideas and stuck 
to a few basic and easy to understand ideas. 

Hitler said, “The more modest , then, its 
scientific ballast is , and the more it exclusively 
considers the feelings of the masses , the more 
striking will be its success... This is just the art 
of propaganda , that it, understanding the 
great masses 9 world of ideas and feelings, 
finds , by a correct psychological form, the way 
to the attentions, and further to the heart, of 
the great masses. 99 (pages 232-233) 

Basically, Hitler says, KEEP IT SIMPLE! 

He goes on to say, “The great mass of 
people is not composed of diplomats or even 
teachers of political law , nor even of purely 
reasonable individuals who are able to pass 
judgment, but of human beings who are as 
undecided as they are inclined towards doubts 
and uncertainty. 99 (pages 236-7) 

This is quite true, as very few people have 
taken the time to learn how the political system 
and legislative process works, not to mention 
the U.S. constitution, and what it means. These 
people are “ripe for the harvest” of the 
propaganda expert. 

Hitler also said, “The people, in an 
overwhelming majority, are so feminine in 
their nature and attitude that their activities 
and thoughts are motivated less by sober 
consideration than by feeling and sentiment . 99 
(page 237) 

Look again at the gun control battle. Are 
people taking the time to study the issue 
individually before making a decision? No; 
rather they see images on TV of dead bodies, 
body bags, pools of blood, and a gun lying next 
to a corpse. They see victims in pain and they 
see next of kin crying over lost loved ones. 
They allow their emotions to take over, and 
base their opinions on these emotions, rather 
than “sober consideration.” Television has 
become the most effective brainwashing tool to 
turn gun control into an emotional issue. We 


are all human, and none of us enjoys seeing 
weeping relatives or crime victims lying in the 
street. Those among us who are strong see these 
images and decide to prepare to resist and 
attend to ourselves and our families. Those 
among us who are weak succumb to the 
brainwashing techniques and think that guns 
are evil. 

Why is HCI, a relatively small organization 
(in comparison to the large number of citizens 
who own firearms), so successful in their 
repeated attacks against us? 

Hitler answers this: “When propaganda 
has filled a whole people with an idea , the 
organization , with the help of a handful of 
people , can draw the consequences. 

Propaganda and organization - that means 
followers and members — have thus a definite 
mutual relationship. The better propaganda 
has been working , the smaller may be the 
organization , and the greater the number of 
members and vice versa: the worse 
propaganda is, the greater must and will be 
the organization; and the smaller the host of 
followers of a movement remains , the greater 
must be the number of members , if it still 
wants to count on success at all 99 (page 85 1 ) 

Chipping Away - From Hitler’s words, and 
HCI’s example, we can see that they will 
continue to chip away at our firearms freedoms. 
As long as the vast majority of gun owners and 
freedom loving Americans remain sitting on the 
sidelines, we can expect things to get even 
worse. It is insane to think that HCI will back 
down, or be satisfied with only the Brady Bill; 
they have only just begun their attack, and we 
have much more to come. 

We can consider the leaders of the anti-gun 
movement (and their media elitist friends) to be 
experts in the art of propaganda. They most 
definitely know what they are doing, and they 
are very successful. 

Hitler said, “...for this (propaganda) is also 
only a weapon , though a frightful one, in the 
hands of an expert. 99 (page 230) 

Frightful indeed! We can see the 
propaganda masters taking our freedom and our 
fellow citizens (the “masses”) are practically 
begging them to do it. 

HCI is known for sticking to a handful of 
basic lies or statements, which they repeat 
constantly. The result is that the average person 
(Hitler called them “the masses,” while Lenin 
called them “useful idiots”) has these ideas 
hammered into him/her, until eventually they 
agree with HCI, and are won over to HCI’s 
side. 

According to Hitler, “Now the purpose of 
propaganda is not continually to produce 
interesting changes for a few blasd little 
masters, but to convince; that means, to 
convince the masses. The masses, however, 
with their inertia, always need a certain time 


before they are ready even to notice a thing, 
and they will lend their memories only to the 
thousand-fold repetition of the most simple 
ideas. 99 (page 239) 

Do you not see HCI using the same lies 
thousands of times, per Hitler’s instructions? 
We are referred to as “the lunatic fringe,” “gun 
nuts,” and “bullies.” The scary-sounding terms 
they use repeatedly, such as “assault weapon,” 
“cop killer bullet” or “Saturday night special” 
are hammered into our heads as a brainwashing 
tool. Add to this the slogans “Has the NRA 
gone off the deep end?” “How many more have 
to die?” “If we can save just one life...” “We’re 
working to keep guns out of the wrong hands” 
etc., and you have a very effective propaganda 
campaign. We are merely hearing slight 
variations of the main propaganda theme, that 
guns and gun owners are the root of all evil. 
They make sure that they stick to their main 
theme, as this is absolutely critical to the 
success of their movement. 

Hitler said, “All advertising, whether it lies 
in the field of business or of politics, will carry 
success by continuity and regular uniformity 
of application. 99 (page 240) 

Hitler goes on to say, “The great masses 9 
receptive ability is only very limited, their 
understanding small, but their forgetfulness is 
great As a consequence of these facts, all 
effective propaganda has to limit itself only to 
a very few points and to use slogans until even 
the last man is able to imagine what is 
intended by such a word. As soon as one 
sacrifices this basic principle and tries to 
become versatile, the effect will fritter away, 
as the masses are neither able to digest the 
material offered nor to retain it Thus the 
result is weakened and finally eliminated. 99 
(page 234) 

This is true, as most people rely solely on 
the mass media for their news, and never take 
the time to see if the news reports are actually 
true. We tend to have very short memories as 
well. Can you remember what you were doing 
nine days ago, what the lead story was on the 
news three days ago, or just one or two 
campaign promises that George Bush has not 
broken? 

In the beginning of the anti-gun movement, 
most people did not believe the anti-gun lies. 
They knew that all the scheming and dreaming 
would not eliminate crime, but rather that it 
would strip them of their liberties. By utilizing 
effective propaganda techniques, HCI has 
managed to change quite a few minds. This is 
especially evident when we look at the Brady 
Bill votes in the U.S. House of Representatives. 
A few years ago, when the House voted on the 
Brady Bill, it was defeated by 24 votes. This 
time it won by 53 votes. Why the drastic 
change? Simple, by not giving up on their 
never ending propaganda campaign, HCI 


brainwashed more people into joining their 
side, including many who used to be pro-gun 
(at least seven of those “Representatives” that 
voted anti-gun had received NRA PAC money 
for their prior support.) 

Hitler said, “Here, too, the enemy f s war 
propaganda (he is referring to World War I) 
set a typical example. It was limited to a few 
points of view, calculated exclusively for the 
masses, and it was carried out with untiring 
persistency. Basic ideas and forms of 
execution which had once been recognized as 
being right were employed throughout the 
entire war, and never did one make even the 
slightest change. At the beginning, it was 
apparently crazy in the impudence of its 
assertions, later it became disagreeable , and 
finally it was believed. 99 (page 240) 

Spreading The Idea - Hitler goes on to say, 
“In every great revolutionary movement, 
propaganda will first have to spread the idea 
of the movement. That means, it will 
untiringly try to make clear to the others the 
new train of thought, to draw them over to its 
own ground, or at least to make them 
doubtful of their own previous conviction. 99 
(page 852) 

HCI has managed to change society’s view 
of gun ownership. Guns used to be considered 
normal, healthy and in many instances, 
necessary. Today, more and more people 
believe that guns are evil, and somehow 
responsible for crime. This change of thought 
did not just “happen,” it was brought about by 
clever propaganda. 

Make no mistake about it, HCI and the gun 
grabbing elitists want nothing short of taking 
all of our guns. The Brady Bill is just their first 
step. Sound crazy? Sure, and that is why it is 
working! But don’t take my word for it, let’s 
see what the anti-gunners have said about their 
devious plan, in their own words: 

“This is the first step." — U.S. 
Representative Edward Feighan, referring to 
the Brady Bill (which he introduced) at House 
hearings 

“We 9 re going to have to take one step at a 
time , and the first step is necessarily — given 
the political realities — going to be very 
modest..So we 9 ll have to start working again 
to strengthen that law, and then again to 
strengthen the next law, and maybe again and 
again. Right now though, we 9 d be satisfied 
not with half a loaf but with a slice. Our 
ultimate goal — total control of handguns in 
the United States — is going to take time... The 
first problem is to slow down the increasing 
number of handguns being produced and sold 
in this country. The second problem is to get 
handguns registered. And the final problem is 
to make possession of all handguns and all 
handgun ammunition — except for military , 
policemen, licensed security guards, licensed

sporting clubs , and licensed gun collectors — 
totally illegal, ” - Pete Shields, Chairman 
Emeritus, Handgun Control, Inc., in The New 
Yorker, July 26, 1976 

“This is not all we will have in future 
Congresses , but this is a crack in the door. 
There are too many handguns in the hands of 
citizens. The right to keep and bear arms has 
nothing to do with the Brady Bill.” - U.S. 
Representative Craig Washington, at the 
mark-up hearing on the Brady Bill, April 10, 
1991 

“Handguns should be outlawed. Our 
organization will probably take this stand in 
time but we are not anxious to rouse the 
opposition before we get the other legislation 
passed.” — Elliot Corbett, Secretary, National 
Council for a Responsible Firearms Policy, in 
an interview with the Washington Evening Star 
September 19, 1969 

“It is our aim to ban the manufacture and 
sale of handguns to private individuals... The 
Coalition’s emphasis is to keep handguns out 
of private possession — where they do the most 
harm.” - Recruiting flyer currently being 
distributed by The Coalition to Stop Gun 
Violence, formerly called The National 
Coalition to Ban Handguns 

“Yes, I’m for an outright ban (on 
handguns).” - Pete Shields, Chairman 
Emeritus, Handgun Control, Inc., during a “60 
Minutes” interview 

“We are at the point in time and terror 
where nothing short of a strong uniform 
policy of domestic disarmament will alleviate 
the danger which is crystal clear and 
perilously present. Let us take the guns away 
from the people. Exemptions should be 
limited to the military , the police , and those 
licensed for good and sufficient reasons. And 
I would look forward to the day when it would 
not be necessary for the policeman to carry a 
sidearm.” - Patrick V. Murphy, former New 
York City Police Commissioner, and now a 
member of HCI’s National Committee, during 
testimony to the National Association of 
Citizens’ Crime Commissions 

“My experience as a street cop suggests 
that most merchants should not have guns. 
But I feel even stronger about the average 
person having them...Most 

homeowners...simply have no need to own 
guns. ” - Joseph McNamara, HCI spokesman, 
and former Chief of Police of San Jose, 
California 

“I don ’t want to go for confiscation , but 
that is where we are going. ” - Daryl Gates, 
Police Chief of Los Angeles, California 

“There may be other things that will 
happen later.. It may not be the end...The 
bottom line is what we are seeking now is the 
Brady Bill.” - U. S. Representative Charles 
Schumer, interviewed on CNN’s “Crossfire” 

“The Brady Bill is the minimum step 
Congress should take... We need much stricter 
gun control, and eventually should bar the 
ownership of handguns, except in a few 


cases. ” — U. S. Representative William Clay, 
quoted in the St. Louis Post Dispatch on May 
6, 1991 

“It’s only the first step, it’s not going to be 
enough...We’ve got to go beyond that, and I 
hope we’ll do it this session of Congress.” - 
U. S. Representative Edward Feighan during an 
interview on ABC News’ “Nightline” 

These people are quite clear as to their true 
intentions, that is, to totally disarm the 
American citizenry. Make no mistake about it, 
they are winning, and we are losing. 

If you are not already involved in fighting 
to preserve our right to possess firearms, I 
strongly urge you to get involved. Join one or 
more of the national pro-gun organizations. But 
do not stop there. If you expect to win this war, 
you must be willing to stand up and get 
involved. The national pro-gun groups simply 
are unable to hold the tide anymore. We must 
supplement their work with grassroots work at 
the local level. 

Join a local pro-gun grassroots group, and 
if there aren’t any in your area, start one of your 
own. Meet with politicians when they are in 
your area. Write letters, make phone calls, and 
vote. Organize people and educate the 
“masses.” 

While we may have truth on our side, the 
people are not listening to the truth. They 
believe the lies and will not take the time to 
find out that they are indeed lies. This will only 
get worse. We do not have the odds in our 
favor, as the anti-gun forces are well 
entrenched and powerfully armed. But we must 
resist or we will most certainly lose. Make no 
doubt about that. Get involved immediately! 

MACHIAVELLIANISM

“A year ago last week, President Bill 
Clinton gave an interview to several of us from 
the Washington Post. At the end of the 
interview, he stood before the fireplace in the 
Oval Office and recited to us a passage from 
Machiavelli’s The Prince David Broder, 
Monday, May 16, 1994 

Needless to say, I was intrigued when I 
opened up a 1982 edition of Funk & Wagnall’s 
dictionary and read the definition of 
Machiavellianism: The theory and practice of 
power politics elaborated from Machiavelli’s 
The Prince: envisaging (1) seizure, 

maintenance, and extension of absolute power 
by the nicely graduated use of guile, fraud, 
force, and terror; (2) control by the ruler of all 
avenues of communication, thus facilitating the 
deliberate molding of public opinion; (3) the 
employment of surveillance and terrorist 
activities by subordinates who can be disowned 
and liquidated by the ruler, who thus escapes 
the blame for their atrocities. 

Niccolo Machiavelli lived in Florence, 
Italy, during the Renaissance of the early 
1500s. Living in a tumultuous time, he thought 
that if a person, namely Lorenzo de’ Medici, 


could be the absolute ruler of all Italy, then 
order could be restored. In an effort to gain 
favor with the powerful Medici family, he 
wrote The Prince as a blueprint justifying the 
use of any means, no matter how sinister, to 
gain and keep power. 

Simply put, if a prince conquered a city, the 
people would hate him. But if he secretly hired 
terrorists to create an insurrection, then 
marched into the city to put it down, the people 
would praise him as a hero. Either way he 
increased his dominion over the city, but it 
would be better for him if the citizens loved 
him rather than hated him for doing it. 

George Washington referred to this practice 
in his Farewell Address in 1796: “A small but 
artful and enterprising minority. ..are likely , in 
the course of time and things, to become 
potent engines, by which cunning , ambitious, 
and unprincipled men will be enabled to 
subvert the power of the people and to usurp 
for themselves the reins of government. This 
[spirit of party] leads at length to a more 
formal and permanent despotism. The 
disorders and miseries, which result , 
gradually incline the minds of men to seek 
security and repose in the absolute power of 
an individual... [who] turns this disposition to 
the purpose of his own elevation, on the ruins 
of public liberty. ..[ Party spirit] agitates the 
community with ill founded jealousies and 
false alarms; kindles the animosity of one part 
against another; foments occasionally riot 
and insurrection. It opens the doors to foreign 
influence and corruption. ” 

Referring to Washington, President Andrew 
Jackson gave a similar warning in his Farewell 
Address in 1837: “Jealous anxiety for the 
preservation of the Union was earnestly 
pressed upon his fellow-citizens by the Father 
of his country in his Farewell 

Address... Washington...seemed to be the voice 
of prophecy, foretelling events and warning us 
of the evil to come. It is well known that there 
have always been those amongst us who wish 
to enlarge the powers of the General 
Government...to overstep the boundaries 
marked out by the Constitution...Government 
would have passed from the hands of the 
many to the hands of the few , and this 
organized money power from its secret 
conclave would have dictated the choice of 
your highest officers and compelled you to 
make peace or war, as best suited their own 
wishes. It is from within , among 
yourselves— from cupidity, from corruption, 
from disappointed ambition and inordinate 
thirst for power— that factions will be formed 
and liberty endangered. It is against such 
designs, whatever disguise the actors may 
assume , that you especially are to guard 
yourselves. ” 

President William Henry Harrison 
admonished the country in his Inaugural 
Address in 1847: “The tendency of power to 
increase itself, particularly when exercised by 
a single individual...would terminate in virtual 


monarchy. The Executive department has 
become dangerous. As long as the love of 
power is a dominant passion of the human 
bosont..so long will the liberties of a people 
depend on their constant attention. The 
danger to all well-established free 
governments arises from the unwillingness of 
the people to believe in the existence of 
designing men. History , ancient and modern , 
is full of such examples. Caesar became 
master of the Roman people and the senate 
under the pretense of supporting their 
democratic claims. Cromwell , in the character 
of the protector of the liberties of the people , 
became the dictator of England , and Bolivar 
possessed himself of unlimited power with the 
title of his country's liberator. The tendency of 
all such governments in their decline is to 
monarchy and , like the false Christs whose 
coming was foretold by the Savior , seeks to, 
and were it possible, would impose upon the 
true and most faithful disciples of liberty, ft is 
in periods like this that it behooves the people 
to be most watchful of those to whom they 
have intrusted power. 99 

After reading Machiavelli, and the warning 
of our forefathers, I can’t help but wonder who 
will end up with more power after these current 
national and international crises are over. When 
emergencies are used as excuses to disregard 
the Constitution, it concerns me. The 
Constitution states in Article 1, Section 8 that 
“Congress shall have the power... to declare 
war,” yet it seems suspect that so soon after 
Congress impeached the President for lying, he 
took to himself the power to order acts of war 
without consulting them. His reason for doing 
so was that there was no time, yet he had time 
to consult with UN and NATO leaders? 

And yet another question, why is he 
increasing his attacks on other countries while 
jeopardizing our defense at home? Why do so 
many high officials, from -Clinton to Gore to 
Gephardt, receive money from John Huang, the 
Lippo Group and other Communist Chinese 
operatives, then give them our vital missile 
technology? Are we being set up for a crisis on 
our own soil? Has the “foreign influence” of 
which George Washington warned already 
taken place? House Majority Leader Dick 
Armey said last year, “The more you look into 
this business of the transfer of advanced, 
sophisticated technology to the Chinese 
military, which seems to be clearly for 
campaign contributions, the harder it is to stay 
away from words like ‘treason.’” 

It has been almost 500 years since 
Machiavelli argued that any action is 
permissible to gain and keep political power; 
that the end justifies the means; that creating 
crisis is necessary to concentrate control. 
Unfortunately, after reading Machiavelli, I 
can’t watch the news without wondering if 
there is an enemy behind the enemy? 


AMMO SHORTAGE? 

One anti-Second Amendment gun-grabber 
quipped, “ There's a 200-year supply of guns 
in America but only a 2-year supply of 
ammunition." It seems there may be some 
truth to this. 

Mike Larson of Federal Cartridge said he’s 
having trouble finding primers, especially pistol 
primers. He said the demand was “off the 
charts,” and sees no relief in sight. Lead bullets 
are plentiful but the sources for copper jackets 
are drying up. A word to the wise... 

A CALL FOR A BAN ON 
“SNIPER RIFLES” 

“The gun industry’s sale of military sniper 
rifles to civilians poses a serious threat to 
national security -- making the ideal weapon for 
assassination and destruction available to 
terrorists, criminals, or mentally unstable 
people in the United States.” These were the 
claims of a “report” by Rep. Henry Waxman 
(D-Calif.) and Rod Blagojevich (D-Ill.). 

“If sniper rifle sales continue, it's only a 
matter of time before domestic terrorists use 
one. The destructive capability of the sniper 
rifle is chilling," said Violence Policy Center 
senior policy analyst Tom Diaz. 

As strange (and not so strange) as it may 
sound, Diaz links sniper rifles and the tragedy 
at Columbine High School: “The marketing of 
sniper rifles presents a combustible mix of 
mordant fantasies and the ideal weapon to 
carry them out. It may be a mere diversion for 
some, but remember that the perpetrators of 
such atrocities as the Columbine High School 
massacre and the Oklahoma City bombing 
were deeply immersed in the nether world of 
the gun culture. " 

Diaz concludes: “We at VPC want to 
thank Congressman Waxman and 
Congressman Blagojevich for their swift and 
aggressive response. They and their staff were 
as shocked as we were when we learned of this 
craven effort to sell such lethal guns. I think 
average Americans will share our fears. " And 
we’re sure the media will assist them in 
conveying those fears. 

As to just how Waxman and Blagojevich 
came up with conclusive evidence showing that 
anyone who owns a sniper rifle shares the same 
mentality with those responsible for the 
Oklahoma City bombing and the Columbine 
High School shootings is a complete mystery to 
us. VPC made no such evidence available. 

GUN LAWS, GUN LAWS AND 
MORE GUN LAWS 

Here’s what the UN, with Clinton’s 
blessing, may have in store for U.S. gun owners 
in the very near future: 

1) A requirement for hunters to store 
firearms in so-called “Sporting Clubs.” 

2) Allowing only shotguns (smooth-bore 
firearms) for personal protection. 


3) Allowing firearms collectors to possess 
only those firearms that have been altered so 
they can no longer be fired. 

4) Requiring anyone wishing to own a 
firearm to establish a need for possessing guns. 

5) Requiring hunters to obtain insurance 
before hunting. 

6) Generally discouraging the private 
ownership of firearms. 

On the national level, the rumor has it that 
Washington is planning to pass legislation that 
will require: 

1) Uniform minimum age for all firearm 
(long guns and handguns) of 21 years to 
purchase, possess, or transfer. Some are 
pushing for the minimum of 25 years of age. 

2) An Executive Order immediately 
banning all gun shows until BATF and FBI can 
devise procedures to better control them. This 
stems from the media report that the long guns 
used at Littleton were purchased legally at gun 
shows. This would fall under the President’s 
“Emergency Powers” act for health and safety. 

3) Mandatory “hard storage” of all 
firearms. Hard storage is defined as a fixed, 
immovable, cased container such as a safe or 
vault. (Trigger locks don’t count). 

4) Mandatory liability insurance; the 
suggestion is $1,000,000 minimum for long 
guns, $5,000,000 for handguns.

“I may be a big believer in free trade , but 
believe me, the National Rifle Association is 
one export Canadians will never buy," said 
Canadian Prime Minister Jean Cretien, The 
Toronto Star reported May 8, 1 999.

Beware of Feds Bearing 
Weapons

Back in 1997 the town of Dinuba, 
California, population 15,269, eagerly accepted 
gifts of submachine guns and head-to-toe 
combat gear, all free surplus equipment from 
the U.S. military. 

Dinuba used the material to set up its 
version of a SWAT team, called SET (Special 
Enforcement Team). Half of the city’s 
12-member police force joined the unit. 


But the gifts, initially seen as a boon to law 
enforcement, turned out to be a fatal mistake. 
Responding to reports that a sawed-off shotgun 
used in an attempted murder was at a house in 
town, SET members wearing black masks and 
camouflage burst into a small house and 
surprised a 64-year-old farm worker and his 
wife, who were asleep in bed. 

The man grabbed a folding knife. The 
police, armed with MP-5 submachine guns 
favored by Navy Seals, shot him 15 times, 
killing him. The gun they sought, allegedly 
belonging to the victim’s son, was never found. 

Last month a federal jury in Fresno 
awarded the family $2.5 million in damages in 
a brutality suit filed against the city of Dinuba. 
The damages are more than twice Dinuba’ s 
annual budget. The city’s insurance policy 
covers only $9.5 million. 

Peter Kraska, a professor of criminology 
who’s written a study titled “Militarization of 
Mayberry and Beyond,” says that boredom was 
part of the problem. “You’ve got these neat 
little units with all this equipment and training 
and nothing is happening. So you start using 
them in situations where they aren’t really 
needed, like routine search warrants.” 

Other communities have accepted free 
military hardware. In recent years the 
Sacramento County Sheriffs department has 
received four helicopters, camouflage pants, 
gas masks and an armored personnel carrier. 
They turned down an offer of 300 M-16 
automatic rifles. 

The county did recently accept six AR-15 
semiautomatic rifles from the military for 
deliveiy to the new city of Citrus Heights. 

In Dinuba, meanwhile, the SET team has 
been disbanded. City fathers now say the town 
was too small to need a paramilitary unit.

U.S. Air Force Sued over 
Anti-American Briefings 

Patriot leader Robert Clarkson has filed suit 
against the Air Force in the U.S. District Court 
for South Carolina (Docket #8:97-1882). 

Clarkson sued the USAF’s Special 
Operations Command (AF SOC) at Hurlburt 
Field, Florida, over a military training course 
called “Dynamics of International Terrorism,” 


which is based on material purchased from the 
Southern Poverty Law Center (SPLC) of 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Though the SPLC’s material is more 
fundraising scare propaganda than educational 
it has been distributed to various military bases 
where it is being used to dangerously 
misinform American troops. 

Among SPLC items are the booklet “False 
Patriots” and a brochure, “Keeping Watch.” 
Both documents include fundraising appeals for 
the SPLC, a statist organization of extreme 
left-wing orientation. 

In response to a Freedom of Information 
Request (Title 5, U.S. Code, Sec. 552) AF SOC 
released the training materials and payment 
records to Clarkson. 

None of the released material has anything 
to do with international terrorism. Instead it 
criticizes American religious and political 
groups that call for a return to government 
accountability. “False Patriots” encourages the 
public to trust the Clinton administration. 

Since the military failed to document the 
terrorism it associates with the patriotic 
organizations attacked by the SPLC Clarkson 
has filed an appeal with the Secretary of the Air 
Force, submitted additional FOIA requests for 
the release of documents and filed a lawsuit. 
He hopes to put a stop to programs that teach 
American troops to treat innocent Americans as 
terrorists. 

Clarkson, who served as a platoon leader 
with the 25th Infantry Division in Vietnam, is 
Executive Director of the Carolina Patriots, a 
Constitutional study group libeled by the 
SPLC.

BATF Reaches Tra^e Agreement 

with the FDA 

The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco & 
Firearms has reached a formal trade agreement 
with the Food and Drug Administration. Under 
the terms of the deal the ATF will provide the 


FDA with alcohol, tobacco and firearms in 
exchange for equal value in food and drugs. 

“My administrative assistants and I were 
enjoying some of our food the other day when 
it hit us,” said FDA Commissioner Michael 
Friedman. “We have tons of food lying around, 
and tons of drugs, but nothing to drink, smoke 
or shoot. Then someone suggested we call up 
those guys at the ATF across town and see what 
we could get. Turns out they were ready to 
deal.” 

Said ATF Director John Magaw, “You 
work up a powerful hunger dealing with all this 
alcohol and tobacco. So when Michael told me 
he had some food and drugs to offer, I told him 
to come over and help himself to whatever he 
liked, even firearms.” 

In the deal the FDA received 345,000 
bottles of Jack Daniels, a quarter-million 
cartons of Merit Ultra Lights and 27,000 guns, 
including 4,300 S&W .38 snub-nosed 
revolvers, 2,500 dock .380 ACP pistols and 
1,850 Colt Anaconda .44 Magnums. 

In return ATF officials were permitted to 
pick anything they liked from the federal fridge 
and national drug stash. They took 190,000 
packs of Oscar Meyer hot dogs, 23,500 pints of 
Ben & Jerry’s Chunky Monkey ice cream, 
7,200 boxes of Cheetos, a half-ton of marijuana 
and 300,000 kilos of pure uncut Colombian 
cocaine. 

Insiders report that the exchange, 
performed late at night at ATF headquarters, 
was “completely satisfactory to both sides.” 

“I like a beer now and then, but I’m not 
much of a smoker,” said FDA inspector Ed 
Walls. “I’m more of a food and drugs type of 
guy. But after I picked out a Coors Light Party 
Pack, I started poking around and wound up 
going home with a bunch of automatic rifles 
and this cool grenade launcher.” 

“This is a great day for both agencies,” 
ATF Assistant Director Wilbur Karros said. “I 
can’t deny that some friction has always existed 
between us, usually on issues of jurisdiction — 
who gets what contraband -- is a bottle of 
absinthe considered alcohol or drugs -- things 
like that. But now that we’ve gotten together 
we’ve kind of buried the hatchet.”
